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Chaos 



OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Chaos is built to han- 
dle the road in style, whether the 
road is the hallway in your house or 
the sidewalk outside. Built to V20 
scale, it can reach speeds of up to 250 
feet per minute. The Chaos operates 
in only one frequency (27 MHz). You 
cannot play with more than one radio 
control toy at the same time that uses 
the same frequency. 

You need four AA batteries (not sup- 
plied) to power the Chaos, and one 9- 
volt battery (not supplied) for the 
transmitter.

Your Chaos or transmitter might 
cause TV or radio interference even 
when it is operating properly. To de- 
termine whether your Chaos or trans- 
mitter is causing the interference, 
turn off the Chaos and release the 
control levers. If the interference 
goes away, your Chaos is causing it. 

Try to eliminate the interference by. 

• moving your Chaos and transmit- 
ter away from the TV or radio 

• contacting your local RadioShack 
store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interfer- 
ence, the FCC requires that you stop 
using your Chaos.

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

• Never leave dead or weak batter- 
ies in the Chaos or the transmit- 
ter. 

• If you do not plan to use the 
Chaos for several days, remove 
the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can damage elec- 
tronic parts. 

• Dispose of batteries promptly and 
properly; do not bury or burn 
them. 

In the Chaos 

You need four AA batteries to power 
your Chaos. For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend Ra- 
dioShack alkaline batteries. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of 
the Chaos to OFF. 

2. Push back the latch on the bat- 
tery compartment cover until the 
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battery compartment box jumps out, 
then grasp the box to remove it. 
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3. Install the batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity sym- 
bols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the battery box and be sure it 
snaps in. 

If the Chaos moves slowly or does not move 
at all, replace the Chaos' batteries. 


2. Put the battery in the transmitter as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 



3. Replace the cover. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace its battery.

In the Transmitter 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt bat- 
tery. For the best and longest operation, 
we recommend using a RadioShack alkaline 
battery. 

1. Press OPEN on the battery compart- 
ment's cover, and slide it in the direc- 
tion of the arrow marked on it to 
remove it. 


1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the 
Chaos to ON. 

2. Hold down the trigger of the transmit- 
ter to move the Chaos forward. 
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3. Release the trigger and press it down 
immediately. It will stand upright and 
spin with its rear wheels revolving. 



4. Release the trigger to stop the Chaos. 

5. Hold down the trigger to move the 
Chaos forward, then release and press 
the trigger again to make it move back- 
ward. 

Note: Your Chaos stops when it runs 
into something, but the motor keeps 
running. When this happens, either hold 
down the trigger on the transmitter to 
drive it in reverse, or move the Chaos 
by hand. 

6. When you finish driving the Chaos, set 
ON/OFF at the bottom of the Chaos to 
OFF. 

HELPFUL HI /\rT5 

Follow these hints to get the most enjoy- 
ment from the Chaos. 

• Running your car continuously for long 
periods causes wear and tear on the 
motor. To help keep heat levels down, 
when your car's battery dies, let the 
car cool at least 10 minutes before 
installing new batteries. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the car. If 
this happens, move the car away from 
the CB. 


• You cannot operate your Chaos near 
devices with transmitters that use the 
same frequency (27 MHz). 

• If the Chaos moves slowly, and you 
have installed fresh batteries, check 
the wheel mechanisms for lint, thread, 
hair, and dust. 

• Be sure the Chaos is not out of the 
transmitter's range (about 40 feet). 
The range depends on the surroundings 
and on battery strength. Obstructions 
(such as buildings, fences, and so on) 
between the transmitter and the car 
reduce the range. 

CARE 

To care for your Chaos so you can enjoy it 
for years: 

• Do not drive the Chaos through puddles 
or mud, on a wet floor, or in sand, rain, 
or snow. These can damage it. 

• Do not expose the Chaos or transmit- 
ter to temperature extremes, and do 
not store them in direct sunlight or 
near a heat source. 

• Do not leave the car or transmitter 
outside overnight. Night dampness can 
damage their electronic circuits. 

• To protect the Chaos' mechanisms 
from lint and hair, do not drive the 
Chaos on carpet. 

• Wipe the Chaos and transmitter with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep them 
looking new. Do not use harsh chemicals 
to clean them. 

Modifying or tampering with the Chaos' or 
transmitter's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate 
the Chaos' warranty and void your FCC au- 
thorization to operate it. If your Chaos is 
not performing as it should, take it and the 
transmitter to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance.
